1 his  Quarter  Eagle  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint  is  one 
of  the  outstanding  rarities  in  Numismatics.  Accord- 
ing to  the  mint  records  no  quarter  eagles  were  struck 
in  Philadelphia  in  1841.  Apparently  a few  were 
struck  for  private  collections.  Edgar  H.  Adams  in  his 
Official  List  published  in  1909  states  that  he  knew  of 
only  two  specimens  of  this  coin.  One  was  in  the  Mit- 
chelson  Collection  and  this  collection  subsequently 
became  the  property  of  the  State  of  Connecticut.  The 
other  is  in  the  United  States  Mint  Collection.  Natur- 
ally these  two  specimens  are  out  of  the  market  and 
not  available  to  private  collectors. 

Since  Mr.  Adams  published  his  list,  four  or  five 
specimens  have  been  discovered,  and  in  1930  one  was 
reported  sold  at  private  sale  for  $3,000.  Though  all 
reports  about  other  specimens  indicate  the  existence  of 
proof  lustre,  none  has  been  put  forth  as  brilliant 
proofs — UN  1 IL  NOW.  This  breath-taking  ex- 
ample is  a HRILLIAN  1 PROOF  and  as  such  is 
probable  UNIQUE. 

While  it  is  not  quite  as  rare  as  the  “King  of  Amer- 
ican Gold,”  namely  the  1822  Half  Eagle,  it  is  just  as 
beautiful  and  this  specimen  in  proof  condition  is  just 
as  difficult  to  obtain.  We  cannot  pretend  to  estimate 
with  any  degree  of  accuracy  what  this  rare  gem  will 
realize.  In  connection  with  our  comparison  to  the 
1822  Half  Eagle  however,  we  might  add  that  the 
NUMISMAI  IC  GALLERf  has  recently  sold  the 
1822  at  private  sale  for  $14,000. 

As  for  the  1841,  we  can  only  advance  our  con- 
gratulations to  the  successful  bidder.  He  will  own 
this  coin  with  the  certainty  that  no  one  can  match  it.
